Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed April 21®' 2008 has been entered and made 
of record. 

2. Applicant has amended claims 1 -1 5, 1 7-21 , 49 and 54. Claims 1 6, 22-48 
and 50-53 are cancelled. Claims 1-15, 17-21, 49 and 54 are now pending. 

3. Applicant's remarks in view of the newly presented amendments are found 
to be persuasive. Applicant has added previously indicated allowable subject matter to 
independent claims 1,15 and 49. Claims 1 -1 5, 1 7-21 , 49 and 54 are accordingly found 
to be allowable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 1-15, 17-21, 49 and 54 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has added previously indicated allowable subject matter to the 
independent claims 1,15 and 49. 

No found prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests the limitations of receiving 
inputs relating to the acquiring x-ray images, acquiring a single image ad adjusting the 
specific parameters listed, as now recited, in addition to the steps of receiving a series 
of x-ray images, applying a first set of corrective measures to the series of images, 
reconstructing the series of images, and applying a second set of corrective measures.
